I knew the bank had 
lent Camp & Osborn $100.000 and 
Harvey Halsoy £50,000. I know, 
also, that Nugont ct Co. woro being 
helped by the bank, and there was 
the Dovell matter. K. Dovoll's Sons 
failed, and tho Mechanic's bank and 
two other creditors, by sharp prac 
tice, got in ahead of other croditois. 
Halstod C. Burnett took the business 
as agent for tho bank. Baldwin vir- 
tually ran the establishment and lost 
money."

When tho First 


National Bank of Newark failed last 
year the fact was made public for the 
lirst time that ihe years before n toi- 
ler had stolon S10l>,000 of the bank's 
money. Now it is revealed that throe 
j ears ago a clerk of tho Mechanics' 
bank embezzled several thousand 
dollars. He was missed and the mat- 
ter was kept a secret. When asked 
this evening to name tho defaulter 
Mr. Shelley said he was tho late cor 
responding clerk, Henry B. Marh- 
bank. 
"I have learned, from Mr. 


Baldwin," said Mr. Shelley, -'thatthe 
sum embezzled was nearly S50,000. 
The clerk handled the drafts and so 
had opportunities to steal." 


A director, when asked this evening 


about his defalcation said ho had 
forgotten it. Ho remembered when 
it was recalled to him that Mr. Bald- 
win had told him that tho cleric's 
bondsmen made part of the loss good, 
and Mr. Baldwin himself would pay 
the bank the balance. 


Confederate PuinN 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 4.—The recent 


statements of prominent London 
newspapers to tho effect that the 
Bank of England has no deposits of 
gold in the name of the late confed- 
eracy, have caused sin-prise among 
officials of the state and treasury de- 
partments. It is thought here that 
the declarations of the London press 
are made for the' purpose of decep- 
tion. If there are no such deposits, 
then our government authoities have 
on several occasions shot very wildly 
in tho matter. 
The alleged depos- 


ites were the subject of diplomatic 
correspondence when Fisk was secre- 
tary of tho state, and the reply of the 
British government at that time was 
taken as a virtual acknowledgment 
of the existence of the deposits in 
controversy.

itles declared that the confederate 
assets would be surrendered provided 
the United States would assume the 
liabilities of the late confederacy. 
A treasury department official to-day 
expressed the opinion that Judah P.
